The assets of the bank were put 
‘down a3 over $451,000; but it was found 
that of theso over 388,000 wore quite ir- 
rocoverablé, A long list of statuary charges 
of misdemeanour and fraud were brought 
against him by some of the creditors, and a 
certain amount of evidence was given last 
Tuesday and Wednesday to support these

THE S.S. ZAFIRO. 


Thg «38. Zufivo” arrived here from 
Aberdeen rid Plymuuth anl Aden, yeater- 
day. Tho -ératts ties says sho ts ono of 
the mest commodious and elegantly appoint- 
cd steamers. that has ottered Singapore 
harbour. She bas been built specially ‘for 
tho requirements of the China and’ Manila 
trada, and the Jatest improvements in uc- 
eomisadation, which have been introduced, 
entitlo ber tu something more that a passing 
notice. Tho Zufire was built in the yards 
of Messts, Hall, Russell & Co. of Aberdeon 
undor the superintendence of Captain 
Talbot, lor Master, to tho order of the 
China & Manila Steam Shipping Company 
Limited of Hongkong, and her constfuction 
was adapted to the character of tho trade 
in which sho was to run viz, between 
Hongkong, Amoy, and Manila, She wos 
launched on the 10th. January, and left 
Aberdeen under the' command of Captain 
Tulbot on 4th March, and then called in 
at Plymouth and Aden, at which lattor port 
she was detained a week on diccount of a 
small breakage in the machinery. She 
is a steel steainer, of shapely Tinea, 
and is classed .103 at Lloyds. Her 
measurerhents ara as fullowa;— length 
over all 220 feet, beam’ 31 feet 6 in- 
ches, and draught 14 fect. Her tonnage 
is O75 registered, and her average +peed 18 
knots aun hour. Tho engines are marked 
by the latest improvements, and have been 
highly praised. by. oxperts; and tho same 
remurk applies tothe appendages and 
machinery of the ship, auch as the stesim- 
stecring gear, Napict’s patent windlass, the 
steam winches, and° anchor cranes. De- 
sigmed in a neasure foc the passenger trade, 
every effurt has been made to render the 
recommodation for first class and second 
class travellers as perfect as possible, both 
as regards commudiousness and comfort. 
The Zajiro hus ample accommodation for 
80 first class:ind 500 stevrage passengers ; 
the latter, it is needless to say, will be 
mainly composed of Chinese. With regard 
to’ the first class passengers, it must be said 
that the apartments for.general aud private 
nse aro most tastefully nd luxuriously 
appointed ; every comfort und overy con- 
venience, such as one would find in 4 good 
hotel, being noted in this section of the 
vessel, The saloon, which is uft, and 
below deck, ig spacious and coal, 
and the ‘fittings are, not to. Bay 
attractive, put . positively . gargeous. 
Psnelled in’ . bird’s-eye. . maple, with 
xosewood pilasters, gilded mouldings, and 
clectro-pluted lamps, and bracket fittings, 
adorned with mirrors and prettily carpet- 
ed, the saloon takes first placo in point of 
appearance, when compared with that 
of any other passenger ship of this order. 
The \ameubleme.t 18° equally effective. 
Morocco seated reversiblo chairs, lounges, 
a*packable' piano, and a scbre of furni- 
tnre trifles, all provided on the principle ex- 
preséed in’ the phrase ‘ got up regardless 
of expense,’ compose the main furniture 
items ofthe saloon, At the entrance tothe 
seloon is the sinking room, also provided 
with smokers’. requisites in,-the way of 
-lonnges, brackets, and small tables, and 
oteoteras.. “The ladies’ cabins aro alao lined 
with bird's eye maple, and: ore replete 
with every necessary int tha: way”, of fur- 
niture, being-well carpeted, “well mirrored, 
and containing, “elegant ‘toilet . requisites. 
Attached to these cabins is the bathroom 
for the ‘ladies, which iy supplied with hot 
water apparatus, iu addition to the usual ar- 
rangementa for plunge and duucho bathing.
